Philawelphia, September 13. The re-
moval of John Dawson, his wife and chil-
dren, his household goods and bis store
from 18 South Nineteenth street to 1902
Market has been accelerated in a remark-
able manner. The quickening cause is
ghosts. The variety, numerical strength
and solidity of the band of apparitions
make them one of the most remarkable
companies of uncanny visitors that ever
mistook aihroe-stor- y tenement either for
a haunted castle or a spiritualistic Ivceuui.
Their walk is impartially out of the wall
or up the stairs. Their conversation runs
from real estate to rituals, and their cos-
tume from summer clothes to royal robes
and crowns.

Mr. Dawson, although an apparent be-
liever in the apparitions, does not claim to
have seen them. During the three nights
of their visitation he slept in his new
abode, while his wife and family remained
in tli old one.

His custodians
treated him with remarkable kindness, al
lowing him to go on deck morning and
afternoon, and had his meals served in his
own cabin. O'Donnell has an Irish
cast of countenance, and piereing
black eyes. He shook bands heart-
ily with the detectives who received
him from the Cajie policemen. It is v
ported that O'Donnell has said he does not
so much mind being tried for the murder
of Carey, but is afraid he will be recog-
nized by the police as a participant in
other affairs. The detectives who have
charge of O'ltonnell are the same men who
were engaged in ferreting out the recent
dynamite conspirators.

A BEIGN0F TERROR

Prevailing at Longriew, Tex., Due to a
Supposed Contemplated Raid by

the Negroes

On the White Citizens The Entire
Populace Arming for the Fight

Cause of the Tronble.

Loxoview, Tex., September 17. A reign
of terror prevails in every portion of the
county, except, perliaps, Kilgore, from
which place there is no report. The ex-

citement is due to a raid on the whites sup-
posed to be contemplated by the negroes.
The white farmers have their wives and
children in their houses, and are holding
guard over them. In some communities
little sleep has been had since Friday
night, and haggard faces, with looks of
fear or stern determination, are seen
everywhere, betokening the extremities
produced by the

brought in by each new arrival. Hun-

dreds of countrymen were in Longview
and on returning to their homes

carried all the arms and ammunition ob
tainable. In many cases, when the last
weapon was called for, a nuinlier would
grab for it, as though in desperation, and
strive to obtain it as if their lives
depended upon its possession. A new
supply of nfty inchesters was among
what was taken by the countrymen. It is
reported that the negroes received by ex
press at Gladwater,' the next station west,
fifty Winchesters, and that weapons arc
being received by them all over the coun-
try. It is prolable that the

whole trouble
has arisen from the threats and speeches
of a few colored persons of bad repute
whose course is not sanctioned, and was
not known by the mass of negroes. There
are indications that as much fear has been
excited among the latter as among
the whites. However this may be,
the people have been carried to such
pitch of excitement that it is certain that,
should a white person be molested, one of
the bloodiest tragedies will be enacted
ever known.
